C/F0-Los ANGELES ELECTIONS 


Since the C/FO-Los Angeles began in May 1977, it has operated mostly without officers. Members who have 
wanted to help plan and run the meetings have done so spontaneously and informally. 


This has worked well enough, but a feeling has been growing (especially among those who have been doing most 
of the work) that the meetings can be improved by having regular officers. This would enable members to know 
to whom to take ideas, suggestions, requests and complaints. It would encourage cooperation in planning ac- 
tivities larger than single-person projects. It would allow someone to speak for the chapter in contacting 
possible guests, animation studios, etc. It would give everyone who wants to, an equal chance to take a turn 
at working for the chapter instead of letting a few old-timers unofficially monopolize all the planning. And 
if this doesn't work out, we can always go back to operating informally after a trial period. 


These offices are for a half-year term, July through December 1983 (six meetings). The officers will be 
elected at the June meeting by popular vote of paid-up members (regular C/FO members who have also made the 
requested chapter $1.00 donation). At the December meeting we will decide whether to continue these offices 
or not, and hold elections for the first half of 1984 if we do. The suggested offices are: 


President: the person we can point to when somebody wants to know, "Who's in charge here?" Introduces nota- 
bie guests. Responsible for making sure the chapter TV monitor is working, and that enough equipment and 
programming is lined up for the meetings to run smoothly. i 


Vice President: the back-up for the President. He can either be elected separately, or can be runner-up in 
he election for President. " 


Secretary: responsible for writing, printing, and mailing the monthly local bulletin to active attendees and 
subseribers. Responsible for any correspondence, including answering requests for information about the C/FO 
and next month's programs. 


Treasurer: xesponsible for collecting donations from members & public; maintaining the chapter treasury; and 
paying bills. Responsible for advising officers & membere on the financial health of the chapter; whether we 
can afford suggested projects or expected expenses; etc. 


Programmer: responsible for scheduling the programs and delivering the schedules to the Secretary in time 
for publication in the bulletin. Takes requests from members and tries to get the requested episodes. Makes 
sure that a full program is planned, and that the desired episodes are promised by the appropriate tape and 
film collectors in the chapter. Responsible for finding out and notifying the President if any special pro- 
jection equipment is needed. 


Chapter Representative: responsible for representing our chapter on the C/FO Executive Council, and for in- 
forming us of general club news & policies. Responsible for writing to C/FO EXECUTIVE SHOP TALK (the club's 
administrative magazine) reasonably frequently; for making his copies of SHOP TALK available to members who 
want to see what's going on; for reporting to the Executive Council any suggestions from members about impro- 
ving the club or complaints about problems. 


I£ you would like to try your hand at any of these posts for the next six meetings, come to the business ses— 
sion at the June meeting and volunteer to run for the office.
